Dear  Mr.  President, 

In  case  we  can  make  suitable  arrangements  with 
one  of  the  news  syndicates  of  the  United  States,  would  you  be 
willing  to  form  one  of  a  small  but  authoritative  body  of  a  dozen 
or  so  University  men  which  would  supply  the  syndicate  each  week 
with  an  article  of  500  to  1000  words,  bearing  upon  some  aspect 
of  Great  Britain’s  attitude  in  relationship  to  the  war?  This  woulc 
require  from  you  a  contribution  every  two  or  three  Months.  It  wil] 
be  known  to  you  that  the  Germans  have  an  active  organisation  which 
attempts  to  influence  the  people  of  the  United  States  against 
Great  Britain,  and  against  any  possible  cooperation  between  the 
States  and  Britain  in  this  war.  Nothing  has  been  done  by  this 
country  to  counteract  the  work  of  that  organisation,  and  from 
what  we  gather  from  Sir  R.  L.  Borden,  the  Government  would  be 
glad  to  see  the  development  of  some  body  here,  which  would  attempt 
to  influence  popular  opinion  in  the  United  States. 

I  write  this  tentatively  to  obtain  your  views , recognizin 
that  it  may  take  some  little  time  before  we  are  able  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  our  matter.  In 
making  those  arrangements  it  would  strengthen  our  hands  could  we 
announce  that  you  would  be  one  of  the  members  of  this  body,  and 
a  periodical  contributor  to  the  series  of  articles.  I  imagine 
that  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  bargain  with  the  American  papers 
to  pay  for  the  articles:  we  would  have  to  contribute  it  free.

I  who 1 ly  agree  with  you  that  no  one  man  should  be 
given  the  decision  regarding  the  offering  of,  or  publication 
of  a.ny  article.  We  must  guard  to  the  utmost  against  the  bunglin 
diplomacy  of  the  German  publicity  campaign  if  we  are  tc  produce 
any  effect. We  shall  take  no  definite  action  until  it  is  agreed 
to  in  tiie  course  of  a  week  or  two,  by  all  those  names  I  gave  you 
To  that  list  there  should  be  added  the  names  of  Principal  Peter¬ 
son,  left  out  by  inadvertence,  Bean  Cappon,  and  Professors 
Morrison  and  Grant  of  Kingston.
